MOSCOW, Jan. 17 (NYT).— 
Although the Soviet Union has

@ram—so detalled that city resi- 
dents know precisely their assign- 
ments to certain cars in certain

Citing the Soviet passion for 
secrecy, those who have studied 
civil defense admit thet they have 
no way of knowing the full scope 
of the preparations or the strate- 
gic assumptions underlying them.

But such strident language does 
not usually appear outside of 
such publications, In contrast 
to the charges in the United 
States that the Russians are 
giving civil defense the highest 
priority, Western atiachés and

There was a time when analysts spoke of 


East Germany, Poland and Czechoslovekia . 


85 Moscow's “Irom Triangle.” Despite perl- 
edic tensions, these East European depen- 
dencies were more reliable and generally 
mere compliant with Soviet wishes—and 
their Soviet occupation forces—than the
